Alarming Reports of Loss of Life 
Come From the Vicinity 
of Brookshire, Tex. 

MAYOR BRASDEAB APPEALS FOR HELP.

Lashing Furiously.

Dallas, Tcx., July 5.— Another flood 
disaster which, from the first bulletin 
received here Tuesday ni(fht, appears 
to be worse than that at Calvert on last 
Friday and Saturday, occurred Tuesday 
afternoon in the Urszos valley about 
100 miles down the river from 
Calvert. Reports say that the 
larg*e steel bridge of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas railroad, at Dewey 
station, near the crossing of the lira- 
zos river, is gone. The river in that 
section bepan risinp suddenly Monday 
night, and Tuesday uiphl was six 
feet higher than ever before known. 
Immense drifts of houses, trees, fences, 
etc.. an floating past Sealey and 
Dewey. 

Alarming reports are coming in from 
Lagrange and Sealey of the loss of life 
in the vicinity of Brookshire. Hous- 
ton has been appealed to for help and 
Mayor Brashear, of that city, issued a 
proclamation Tuesday evening Balling 
for men and boats to rescue those in 
danger. The Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas railroad is sending out relief 
trains from Houston, Lagranu-e and 
other points. 

Telegraphic communication with the 
new flood districts has been entirely 
cut off. 

Chief Lineman Lowry, of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., made the following 
statement over the long distance tele- 
phone from Sealey, 250 miles south of 
Dallas: 

"The Itrazos river here is mora than 

lashing furiously. All character at 
floatable property is rushing along 
with the currents. On this side 
of the river (at Sealey) there 
is as yet little danger, but 
on the other side (Dewey and Iirook 
shire) the conditions are terrible, 
llrookshire is 13 miles from Sealey and 
07 miles from Houston. We can DOl 
get from the Sealey sulc to the D»W«j 
and llrookshire side, and as our wires 
are all gone on that side, we can not 
tell the extentof the disaster at llrook- 
shire. 

'1 reached Sealey Tuesday night * 
a small boat, after spending Monday 
night on an island four miles from 
here. The big bridge of the Missouri. 
Kansas & Texas railroad at Duwey is 
as good as ruined. It is covered with 
water and the centerspan is six inches 
out of line. The entire structure is 
likely to go at any minute. Four miles 
of Missouri, Kansas .fe Texas track are 
gone on the Dewey side and about a 
mile on the Sealey side has been wash- 
ed away. 

"If boats and special trains from 
Houston or other points have not yet 

The people, I fear, will be drowned be- 
fore they can be reached. Tuesday af- 
ternoon there were from :I00 to 400 per- 
sons on a small island near llrookshire 
and the water was rising rapidly.

Matthicu Dreyfus paid his first visit 
to his brother at 3 o'clock Tuesday af 
ternoon, the interview lasting half an 
hour.

Matthieu found his brother in good 
spirits and buoyed up by the necessity 
of mustering all his strength for the 
coming ordeal and by the hope that at 
last he will have justice done him. He 
is extremely reserved as to his life on 
Devil's island, which has left an in- 
delible Impression and remains 
in his memory as a hor- 
rible nightmare. Dreyfus looks 
back to his existence of the past 
four years with relief, tinged with a 
feeling of the horror of a sane man 
who has escaped from a mad house. 
Ue declares his brain is almost reeling 
in the face of the mass of documents 
and explanations Mme. Demange and 
Labori are bringing out regarding 
the extraordinary machinations of 
his enemies and the persevering de- 
votion of his friends. Dreyfus is as- 
tounded and full of heartfelt gratitude 
at their self-sacrifice. This feeling is 
particularly strong as regards Col. 
Picquart, whom he hardly remembers, 
and the story of whose persecution 
has profoundly moved him. 

Capt. Dreyfus was unablo to talk 
freely with his brother owing to the 
presence of the officer, who is under 
instructions to be present at all inter- 
views between the prisoner and mem- 
bers of his family.

MOTOR IS PRACTICALLY NOISELESS. 



Ten Times as Much Power as Best 
Engrlne Develops From Same 
Quantity of Steam. 



Chicago. July 5. — Forty-horse pow- 
er, or about ten times as much as the 
best engines develop at present with 
a half inch feed, will, according to the 
claims of the Inventor, be extracted 
from the same quantity of steam by a 
motor which will be inspected by Adm. 
Melville, chief of the bureau of steam 
engines of the United States navy, 
some time this month in this city. 

and has no packing in any of the parts. 
With slight variations it is modeled 
after a smaller one. which has been 
successfully operated by both st 
and liquid air, and through which the 
attention of Lieut. Zalinski. U. S. N.
